IN THE SPECIFICATION:

-This application is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Application No. 09/440,310, 
filed November 17, 1999, and claims priority under 35 U.S.C. §119eto U.S. Provisional 
Application No. 60/108,816 filed on November 17, 1998.-- 
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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please add the following new claims: 

24. A bispecific antibody that targets an ITAM and an ITIM receptor on mast 
cells or basophils which inhibits the release of TNF-a from mast cells or 
basophils. 

25. The bispecific antibody of claim 24, wherein the ITAM is FceRI and the 
ITIM is FceRII. 

26. The bispecific antibody of claim 24, wherein the inhibition of histamine 
release is most effective at an antibody concentration ranging from 0.1 to 
1 ug/ml. 

27. A method of inhibiting the release of TNF-a from mast cells comprising 
administering to a patient in need of such treatment an effective amount of 
a bispecific antibody that targets an ITAM and an ITIM receptor on mast 
cells or basophils. 

28. The method of claim 27, wherein the bispecific antibody targets the ITAM 
FceRI and the ITIM FceRII.- 
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REMARKS 

Claims 1-28 are now pending in this application. Applicants have added new 
claims 24-28. Support for these claims can be found in the specification as a whole, for 
example in figure 10, pages 4-5, and page 23. No new matter has been introduced by 
these amendments.
